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The Cattle Situation and Present Outlook 


The cattle business, after 
displaying evidences of mark- 
ed improvement, appears to 
have relapsed into a condition 
of apathy among the rank and 
file of those identified with 
the producing end of the in- 
dustry. To listen to the bur- 
den of the talk of a large part 
of the cattlemen, one might 
reach the conclusion that each 
of them felt sure “the worst is 
yet to come.” The experience of the past few years, with the 
sweeping destruction of live stock values, seemingly has shaken the 
morale of the men engaged in the production of this great feed 
supply of the people. So deeply depressed were these usually cour- 
ageous men, that the shadow of disaster is being permitted, and 
without much appreciable effort to overcome it, to linger with us 
all too long, discounting the evidences of returning stability and 
obscuring the signs of restored popular faith in the industry. 

The low period in cattle values was touched in the last four 
months of 1921 and the first eight months of 1922. During that 
period in many localities cattle had little value, and sales were a 
rarity; when they did occur, the buyer priced the stock and took 
them. In the markets the packers took the offerings at any figure 
the demoralized conditions incident to sacrifice shipments pouring 
in indicated. 

In the fall of 1922, the feeling appeared to prevail that some 
improvement was probably on the way; and in response to this 
sentiment quite a little trading in stockers on the range resulted, 
with an appreciable upturn to prices by the close of the year. 

For some months now, however, the movement of stocker cat- 
tle has been very light, and far less than the underlying strength 
of the industry would warrant. It is this apparent lack of confi- 
dence, generally shared by cattlemen everywhere, that calls for a 
comprehensive analysis of conditions as they really exist, in order 
that a broader realization of the elements of strength in the in- 
dustry may be secured. 

Today, with a calf crop reported below the normal, to no little 
extent due to lack of interest in breeding, and with calf shipments 
going on as heavily as ever during recent years, and the knowledge 
that the public demand is increasing the market requirements for 
calves for slaughter; with the general acceptance of the statement 
that there are fewer one-year-old steers of contract quality in the 
country than there are two-year-olds—possibly fewer two’s than 
three-year-olds—with the great bulk of the aged steers either 
marketed or to go within the next ninety days; with breeding stock 
depleted through the sale of heifer calves and yearlings during the 
past three ‘years, it is a remarkable fact that cows for breeding 
purposes are almost unsalable, and that experienced cattlemen are 
hesitating whether to buy one-year-old and two-year-old steers. 

It is only natural that breeding stock will continue without 
distinct demand until the price obtainable for steer yearlings has 
risen above the cost of production; but the statistical stiuation of 
the cattle business, and particularly of the younger ages of steers, 
should give all thoughtful and far-seeing stockmen the confidence 
necessary to lead them to begin preparing in a reasonable degree 
for the new conditions that are coming. 

The domestic consumption of meat is reasonably satisfactory 
and is growing; labor is generally employed in every part of the 
United States, and wages which make possible a steadily advancing 
seale of living among all classes; and all reviews of the various 
industrial, commercial and transportational activities of the coun- 
try give assurance of continued employment and of the increasing 
consumption of the staple articles of food. Almost ten years have 
passed since the great war began; our live stock supply is not any 
greater than, if equal to, that of 1914; the high prices paid for 
everything during the war period has advanced the people as a 
whole toward more expensive standards of living, and the general 
cost of staple food supplies today is higher than in pre-war 
days; our population has measurably increased; why then, should 
distrust and timidity be the dominant characteristic of the cattle 
business? Why should we discount every legitimate element of 
stability and strength in the industry and conduct ourselves as 
though we had accepted a range of live stock values lower than 
those of pre-war days as the normal ? All other necessaries of life 
are from 25 to 50 per cent higher today than ten ‘years ago; live 
stock values will adjust themselves in keeping. 

Admit that the range of market prices this year has been pret- 
ty universally characterized as unsatisfactory, and even disappoint- 


Cattleman’s Lack of Confidence in His Own 
Judgment, Resulting in an Attitude of Over- 
Cautiousness and Even Timidity Detrimental to 
Justified Advancement of the Cattle Industry. 
Conditions Warrant Renewed Confidence and 
a Firm Determination to Go on with Business.

couraging. In fact, it would 
seem that we might extract 
distinct encouragement from 
the year’s range of market 
sales. Under heavy shipments 
the markets have sustained 
decided advance over the pri 
ces of a year ago. And what 
is really significant, is the fact 
that comparing the normal spread between market values and 
range stocker values, the market prices show a better tone f 

the year than can be discovered in the range prices. It is a 
significant that the comparative increase in market - prices this 
year over those prevailing last year is distinctly greater than 
the advance between what stocker steers sold for in the fall of 
1922 and what is being offered for range stocker steers now. 

It is but natural that the experiences of the past few years 
should have shaken the confidence of cattlemen in their own 
judgment, resulting in an attitude of over-cautiousness, and even 
timidity. The thought of submitting these comments on the situa- 
tion, is to suggest the probability that this very lack of confidence 
on the part of stockmen is just now a distince deterrent factor in 
holding back the gradual movement toward normal conditions jin 
the cattle industry, possibly more than any other one influence, It 
is an assured fact that confidence in the stability of the cattle 
business in financial circles has returned more readily and surely 
than has the necessary spirit of optimism among the men engaged 
in the business. 

With the federal government providing special facilities for 
long time loans at low interest rates, making advances up to 75 
per cent of the value of cattle at a liberal appraisal, particularly 
for breeding and young stock; and with all the old estabished fj- 
nancial supporters of the industry extending accommodations upon 
anythine like a sound basis, the present apathetic attitude is not 
justified. Men who have the grass and the credit are holding off 
from buying stockers, undecided what to do, their action creating a 
spirit of uncertainty which reacts to prevent normal distribution of 
stocker cattle, hold range prices down, and as a necessary result to 
throw more immature stock on the market, to the demoralization of 
prices paid for aged steers. The July shipments this year exceeding 
those for 1921 and 1922 in many markets. 

A study of the reports the government is distributing each 
month on the cattle situation, incomplete and unreliable as they 
cannot help being, coupled with the facts herein mentioned, are suf- 
ficient to afford assurance that the industry is coming back; slowly 
it is true, and as is best. The big steers that went north to grass 
will soon be out of the way, and no longer an impending weight 
hanging over the market. When these are out of the way, with em- 
ployment general among all classes of the people and consumption 
nearer normal than for many years, there should be a distinctly 
better tone to market conditions, as well as a different feeling re- 
garding stocker steers; and men who are today hesitating to buy 
stockers for their grass at prevailing prices will in a few months 
pay an advance two and three times more than the cost of the grass 
and the interest on the investment for the time that will intervene. 
The evidences of statistical strength and returning popular confi- 
dence in the cattle business, indicate a reasonably active stocker 
movement this fall, with an upward tendency in prices. Aged steers 
for next year’s market will not be found nearly so plentiful as a 
year ago, nor as is commonly believed now; and the younger ages 
of steers will be found limited in number. If there was a normal 
stocker movement now, the market for the aged steers that are 
coming in, and to the prices on which most men are looking as 4 
criterion of the cattle business, would be distinctly improved; 
enough so to turn certain loss into a certain profit. And that 1s, 
the price indecision in stocker buying is costing the cattlemen.

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THE CATTLE BUSINESS AS SEEN 
FROM THE SOUTHWEST. 


The Cattleman publishes in its August number an article per- 
taining to the cattle industry throughout the Southwest in which 
are given figures which should be in the hands of Journal readers 
at this time that they may more intelligently and accurately gauge 
their own transactions in cattle this fall. There are a number 
of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus sales now coming on in which a won- 
derful string of breeding cattle are to be sold. Under the depres- 
sing influences being brought to bear on the beef cattle industry 
at this time these cattle are going to sell far below their real value 
and it is for that very reason that the Journal presents these facts 
as evidence that now is the time for the man who is farsighted 
enough to get a glimpse of the future possibilities of the cattle in- 
dustry to make arrangements to launch into the pure bred business. 
The demand for good breeding bulls for this range trade never was 
better than this year. These rangemen are going to be short on 
breeding cattle and it will stand them in hand to employ the serv- 
ices of a better class of bull in order to increase the tonnage of 
the range product to meet the demand from the packers. These 
men are going to endeavor to increase the ratio of calves dropped 
by using better bred bulls, through an increased calf crop from the 
cows on hand and the increased weight certain to follow the use 
of these good bulls will lie largely the salvation of a majority of 
the operators. The story as told in The Cattleman follows: 

“The number of fat cattle to be marketed this fall will depend 
in some measure on the feed supply and financial conditions exist- 
ing at that time. If range conditions continue favorable, some cat- 
tle that would ordinarily go as stockers and feeders will be sold 
as fat cattle. Estimates of the maximum numbers expected to be 
marketed this fall, providing conditions are favorable, have been 
made for some states. This is the first time such estimates have 


been made for more than one or two states, and it is not reason- 
able to suppose that they are precisely accurate. At the time they 
were made, however, they had the benefit of investigation by an ex- 
pert field service, and were then, and are now, regarded as suf- 
ficiently approximate to the future facts to warrant publication. 
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“In Arizona, probably about 110,000 head wil] be avail 
compared with 112,000 head sold in 1922, 101,000 head in pte 5. 
112,000 head in 1920. About 90,000 fat cattle will be on han n 
fall delivery in California, or about 94 per cent of the usual ce 
ber. The percentage of grass-fed cattle for market in the pd 
Hills, Kansas, is about 98 per cent of the usual number, in the - 
of east Kansas 94 per cent, and 91 per cent west of 98 de - 
longitude. About 140,000 head will be marketed from sh aot 
this fall, of which possibly 77,000 will be fat and 63,000 ie 
In western Nebraska a decline is noted, and possibly about 88 ‘a 
cent of the cattle marketed last fall will be available this fall pd 
350,000 head, of which about 130,000 will be grass fat and 220 on 
stockers and feeders. : 

“Classes of Feeders—The number available for market this fall 
in Nevada is estimated at 96,000, classified as follows: Fat cattle 
47,000 (calves 8,000); fat yearlings, 4,000; fat two-year-olds, 13,000: 
fat cows, 22,000); feeders, 49,000 (calves, 11,000; yearlings, 12,009. 
two-year-olds, 11,000; cows, 15,000). In New Mexico about 115,000 
head will be ready to sell from August 1 to the end of the year, 
About 94 per cent of the number sold last year ~aay be sold in 
North Dakota, of which about 29 per cent may be fat cattle and 11 
per cent stockers and feeders. It is expected that about 463,000 cat- 
tle will be sold as fat for fall delivery in Oklahoma, and about 444,. 
000 as stockers and feeders. In Oregon, about 269,000 wil be Tready 
for sale, with approximately 150,000 fat and 119,000 stockers and 
feeders. 

“The number of fat cattle available for fall marketing in Texas 
is estimated at 347,000 fat and about 499,000 stockers and feeders, 
The number available for market this fall in Utah is estimated 
at 138,000 head, classified as follows: Fat cattle 105,000 (calves, 
11,000; yearlings, 6,000; two-year-olds, 44,000; cows, 44,000); feed- 
ers, 33,000 (calves, 2,000; yearlings, 4,000; two-year-olds, 16,000; 
cows, 11,000). An increase of 20 per cent is indicated as available 
in Wyoming, compared with last year, and probably 45 per cent 
of the shipments will go as grass fat, and 55 per cent as stockers 
and feeders. Aged steers seems relatively scarce.”

THE BEEF CATTLE SITUATION 
FACES SUBSTANTIAL BOOM. 


With the Western ranges practically depleted of aged steers, 
necessitating a replenishing of the female stock in these sections 
in order to meet future demands for the younger things which will 
be marketed at a much less average weight it would seem that the 
beef cattle situation is assuming what has been termed “a miniature 
boom.” Employment is increasing and demand for meats rela- 
tively improved. Germany is buying lard in this country by the 
millions of pounds weekly and England is taking shiploads of ham 
and bacon. According to one of the best authorities available lard 
has practically displaced substitutes thus assuring a steady de- 
mand.Toward the end of August hogs had crossed the $9.00 line 
and lambs had advanced to $14.00 with prime cattle at Chicago 
reaching $13.00. A condition that certainly should look good to 
the man who is equipped for the handling of a few head of good 
pure bred cattle, for these tops are only attained by the better 
bred live stock. To the man who is interested in growing beef for 


the market let it be remembered that no other class of cattle will ° 


accomplish more than will the Aberdeen-Angus and his grades. 
Indiana breeders are using extensively pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle from which to grow their steers and feeders, this statement 
may be verified by referring to the news notes gathered by Field- 
man E. E. Irwin at the recent Indiana state fair at Indianapolis 
and published elsewhere in this issue. If Indiana farmer can af- 
ford to grow their own feeder steers from pure bred cattle any 
other state could afford to do the same thing, and in fact the 
practice is being put into force throughout’ the entire corn belt 
because this is the more profitable class of cattle to feed. In the 
face of these facts it would seem then that the cattle industy 
really is facing a most encouraging situation.

The 1923 Indiana State Fair is sure to be 
marked up as one of the most successful 
fairs ever held at Indianapolis.

It seems it just could not quit raining, but 
éven so the interested breeders and visitors 
kept the seats well filled and the rail 
crowded in front of the different live stock 
judging rings. I am mighty glad to say 
that the many good strong Aberdeen-An- 
gus classes drew and held the attention and 
admiration of a large number of enthusias- 
tic breeders and also many feeders and 
farmers. 

The barns and accommodation for the live 
stock and the exhibitors has for many years 
been considered very common, in fact they 
have been very poor for a great state like 
Indiana to have. But from now on you will 
hear much praise of the Indiana State Fair 
grounds and its buildings as they are going 
to have completed before next year a cattle 
and sheep barn the equal of which will be 
very hard to find. This is not mere talk 
for the live wire men that are now running 
this fair already have $250,000 available 
for this building and the leading breeders 
and other interested live stock and Univer- 
‘ity men are all working together to make 
the Indiana fair compare favorably with 
the adjoining states. The new horse barn 
Is fine and the swine barn is very near per- 
fection. While it is not quite finished it is 
far enough along to take care of the ex- 
hibits. The pens and partitions are all of 
‘eel and the floors of the pens all concrete, 
and it is doubtful if any hog ever got too 
-y while resting in his pen in this barn. 
n fact it would be very hard to fault this 


barn and all the exhibitors seemed very 
well satisfied with it. Now the cattle men 
were not so well satisfied as many of the 
fine cattle were forced to stand, you might 
say, outside as all they had over them was 
a common canvas roof and that does not 
amount to much in rainy weather, but for 
the most part the boys were all taking it 
good naturedly and trying to think how 
nice the new cattle barn would be next year. 

The Aberdeen-Angus show was sure a 
pleasing sight from start to finish and in 
every class except the two-year-old bull 
class competition was keen and every man 
that won a ribbon at Indiana this year has 
a perfect right to be mighty proud of it 
as he had to have the good ones to get it. 
The Indiana Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation is made up of real live Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders. These men are satisfied 
that they have the right breed and they 
back their judgment with their money and 
their work, and in this way they are build- 
ing up the herds and also the show in this 
state every year. 

These men are all good fellows working 
together with one objective., and that is 
boosting Aberdeen-Angus. They not only 
see to it that the Aberdeen-Angus show at 
their state fair compares favorably with the 
show of other breeds but they are working 
in their home counties and see to it that 
the Boys and Girls are supplied with good 
Aberdeen-Angus calves for the calf clubs. 
What these men are accomplishing by all 
working together is just more proof that 
nc breed will ever make the headway in any 
state that it should until it has a good live 
state association. Of course not all these 
men could win the very top prizes but you
